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North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 


For  more  than  ten  years  the  North  Carolina  School 
for  the  Deaf  has  followed  an  outline  of  work  pre- 
pared in  1917-1918  and  revised  in  1924.  Its  continuous 
use  has  proven  it  to  be  a  practical  course  of  study, 
whose  requirements  can  be  met  by  all  classes  of  average 
mentality,  entering  school  at  seven  or  thereabouts, 
with  an  average  number  of  ten  in  each  class.  Changes 
in  text-books  and  slight  changes  in  the  order  of  giving 
work  have  made  this  second  revised  edition  desirable. 

The  purpose  of  this  outline  is  two-fold — first, 
to  give  each  teacher  a  clear  and  definite  idea  of  the 
amount  of  work  to  be  accomplished  in  her  own  grade,  and 
second,  to  enable  her  to  grasp,  with  a  small  outlay  of 
time  and  effort,  the  main  points  of  the  work  in  other 
grades,  particularly  those  grades  immediately  preceding 
and  following  hers. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  methods  of  pre- 
sentation of  work.  Note  books,  classified  pictures,  charts, 
text-books,  filed  examination  papers  and  other  aids  may 
be  obtained  at  the  principal's  office. 

Both  class-room  and  independent  reading  should 
be  chosen  with  due  regard  to  the  ages,  tastes,  interests 
and  needs  of  each  class.  While  the  importance  of  syste- 
matic reading  is  stressed  in  our  school,  it  has  been 
thought  best  to  outline  reading  requirements  and  sug- 
gestions under  a  separate  cover.  It  has  been  thought 
best  to  present  our  Sunday  School  work  separately,  also. 
This  has  been  done  as  a  matter  of  expediency  and  con- 
venience, and  the  teacher  is  hereby  urged  to  give  the 
same  thoughtful  attention  to  her  preparation  for  her 
reading  class  and  her  Sunday  School  class  as  she  gives 
to  her  other  work.

PREPARATORY 


The  first  year's  work  is  graded  as  preparatory.  Its 
object  is  to  give  the  child  language  with  which  to  express 
his  simpler  wants  and  ideas.  The  vocabulary,  which  has 
been  proven  suited  to  the  needs  of  our  children,  is  given 
in  full,  so  that  all  teachers  of  preparatory  classes  may 
follow  the  same  order  and  thus  facilitate  re-grading 
when  it  becomes  necessary. 

The  year's  subjects  are  sense-training,  hand-work, 
writing,  number,  speech-reading,  speech  and  language. 
The  work  is  given  by  months,  as  well  as  by  terms.  Sched- 
ules vary.  During  the  first  weeks  there  should  be  fif- 
teen-minute periods.  At  the  end  of  the  first  month  some 
of  the  periods  may  be  lengthened  to  half  an  hour.  Half- 
hour  periods  may  be  observed  altogether  during  the 
second  term.

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FIRST  GRADE 


In  the  first  grade,  or  second  year  in  school,  the  child 
is  expected  to  get  information  and  ideas  out  of  language. 
The  teaching  of  the  question  form  is  the  important  work 
of  the  year.  All  the  more  commonly  used  forms  are 
taught;  the  short  answer  is  given.  Except  drill  questions 
on  the  days  and  the  months,  and  formal  personal  ques- 
tions, no  questions  are  asked  unless  the  asker  is  ignorant 
of  the  answer,  the  hidden  object  and  the  unknown  action 
forming  bases  for  teaching  all  forms. 

The  year's  subjects  are  speech-reading,  speech,  lan- 
guage and  number.  The  child  is  taught  to  read  print; 
primers  and  the  school  paper  are  given  him  for  busy 
work.  Until  the  first  of  October,  the  work  of  the  previous 
year  should  be  systematically  reviewed.

FIFTH  GRADE 

In  the  fifth  grade,  or  sixth  year  in  school,  "Language 
Stories  and  Drills,  Book  III"  by  Croker,  Jones  and  Pratt 
is  reviewed  from  beginning  to  end,  the  first  half  of  the 
book  being  taken  in  the  first  term,  and  the  last  half  in 
the  second  term.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  language 
principles  taught  therein  are  all  needed  in  the  fourth 
grade,  but  that  there  are  too  many  new  language  princi- 
ples, and  the  work  is  too  varied  thoroughly  to  be  as- 
similated by  our  average  classes  in  one  year,  hence  the 
repitition.  The  language  drills  of  Book  III  are  supple- 
mented by  drills  giving  the  work  somewhat  more  in  detail. 
The  stories  are  reproduced  in  the  pupils'  own  language. 
All  Book  Ill's  language  principles  are  applied  through 
the  medium  of  topic  lessons  in  geography  printed 
in  our  own  shop;  simple  text-books  in  geography 
and  history  are  put  into  the  children's  hands  for  use  in 
study  hour.  The  purpose  of  the  year's  work  in  these 
two  subjects  is  to  have  the  child  acquire  information 
which  will  vitalize  his  facts.  "Pictorial  current  events" 
is  taken  up  as  part  of  the  class's  reading  once  a  week; 
this  work  is  also  correlated  with  the  geography  by  using 
outline  maps  of  the  United,  States  and  the  world. 

The  year's  subjects  are  speech-reading,  speech,  lan- 
guage, geography,  history,  arithmetic  and  reading.  The 
study-hour  period  is  lengthened  to  forty-five  minutes.

Text-books  and  Publishers 


It  is  our  opinion  that  the  sooner  a  pupil  can  use  a 
text-book  the  better  it  is  for  him.  Therefore  in  the  second 
grade  "Language  Stories  and  Drills"  by  Croker,  Jones  and 
Pratt  is  put  into  the  child's  hands,  and  from  that  grade 
on,  one  or  more  text-books  are  used. 

In  the  first  revision  of  this  outline  (June,  1924) 
several  text-books  in  which  the  information  given  was 
practically  the  same,  were  listed  under  each  subject  for 
the  grades  from  the  seventh  to  the  senior  class  inclusive. 
Teachers  were  permitted  to  select  for  their  classes  those 
books  which  seemed  best  suited  to  their  pupils'  use  and 
comprehension  of  language.  During  the  past  five  years 
we  have  been  able  so  to  standardize  our  work  as  to  make 
definite  requirements  for  all  grades.  Due,  we  believe,  to 
the  uniform  use  of  a  practical  course  of  study,  and  to  the 
systematic  teaching  of  reading,  we  are  now  able  to  use 
many  text-books  which  are  used  in  practically  the  same 
grades  in  our  public  schools.  In  addition  to  those  listed 
below,  we  have  a  number  of  sets  of  other  text-books,  and 
selected  lessons  are  frequently  assigned  from  them. 

Changes  will  be  made  with  the  consent  of  the  su- 
perintendent whenever  it  is  deemed  advisable.  We  had 
hoped  to  obtain  before  the  publication  of  this  outline, 
copies  of  "The  Driscoll  Arithmetic"  (The  Vermont  Print- 
ing Company,  Brattleboro,  Vermont)  which  we  believe 
will  prove  of  great  value  in  our  lower  grades  but  have 
been  unable  to  do  so.
